Circular of the Secretary of the Unite 
States Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, September 18.—The following 
circular was issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to-day: Until further notice the 
United States Assistant Treasurer at New York 
will pay out at his counter 
standard silver dollars or silver certificates in 
sums of $10 or any muitiples thereof 
in exchange for like amounts, gold coin or 
gold bnilion deposited with him. Upon the 
receipt by the Treasurer Of the United States 
in this city of an orignal certificate of deposit, 
issued by the United States Assistant Treas- 
urer atNew York, with him, gold coin or gold 
bullion in the sum of twenty dollars or 
any multiple thereof, payment of the like 
amountin standard silver dollars or silver 
certificates, at the counter of any United 
States Assistant Treasury designated by the 
depositor will be ordered.

Riza 
Pasha, the Turkish commander, not having 
received any instructions from the 
Porte to oppose the Albanians Dy 
force, withdrew to  Goiiza. British 
Vice-Admiral Seymour yesterday sent a letier 
to Riza Pasha, who was to be at Scutari to- 
day. Itis ascertained that the letter requires 
a definitive, categoricai reply in regard tothe 
surrender of Dulcigno to the Montenegrins, 


Austro-Hangary. 

VIENNA, September 18.—The <Austro-Hun- 
gary customs returns for the month of July 
show anincrease compared witn the corre- 
sponding month of 1879 of 21 percent, chiefiv 
from increased duties on coffee, petroleum 
and spices. Theimports of all kinds of man- 
ufactured goods have decreased slightly.

A Preacher’s Daughterin the Role of 
Desaemona.

Wehavea genuine sensation here in the 
elopement of a white woman, Miss Chase,with 
anegro. The girl belongs toa family of the 
highest respectability, she being the daughter 
ofthe eminent clergyman of the Episcopal 
Church, the Rev, Chase, who was mentioned 
for the office of Bishop of this diocese at the 
time of the election of the present incumbent, 
and is also a sister-in-law of Rector Higgins 
ofthe Episcopal Church of thiscity. Miss 
Chase is a handsome and vivacious little wo- 
man of abouttwenty. She has been highly 
educated, and always moved in the best so- 
ciety. The negro (Sam Monroe) is a tall, zood- 
looking, copper-colored fellow, who has been 
in the employ of Rector Higgins, with whom 
Miss Chase has been residing forthe past 
year. Of late the tongue of scandal has 
whispered the giri’s name in connection with 
the negro, but met with general disbelief, 
so that the announcement that, on 
Tuesday night, they had _ eloped, 
going ten miles west of the city 
to the house of a colored man by the 
name of Tom Payne, where they were mar- 
ried by MP. Millis, Justice of the Peace, was 
received here on Wednesday with astonish- 
ment and incredulity until confirmed by the 
arrest of Monroe on a charge of larceny, bas- 
ed on his taking a satchel from the rectory at 
the time of their flight. He has been confined 
in the county jail, his heariag being set for 
Saturday morning. The girl’s present where- 
abouts are unknown. a profound secrecy be- 
ing manifested on that point. The communi- 
ty appears to be me ga | stunned by the oc- 
currence, and mapy wild rumors are afioat on 
the street. One story is that the girl is crazy, 
another that the marriage had become 
a necessity to prevent disgrace. 
The general impression, however, 
seems to be that she is not in her right mind. 
Her relatives, who are all of the higoest re- 
spectability, receive the sympathy of the en- 
tire city. The negro, when interviewed this 
morning On the subject, was very indignant 
at bis alrest, saying that they had a perfect 
right to get married if they wanted to. He 
also says that he had intended to go away 
somewhere else to live but that now he will 
settle down right bere with the girl, and go to 
hcusekeeping. There seem to be no indica- 
tions of any attempt at violence upon the ne- 
gro, the general verdict being that one party 
is as much to blame asthe otber. The girl’s 
friends will probably attempt to have her con- 
fined in an asylum until the negro can be in- 
duced by money or otherwise to depart for 
other climes. Meanwhile our citizens anx- 
iously await further developments. 


Life ata French Watering Place. 
Trouville (France) Cor. Chicago Times. 


Just outside Trouville is a quaint old-fash- 
icned ipn, ‘*La Croix Blanche.”glt is kept by } 
Widow Coispel, who understands very well 
how to make out bilis, but the cream, butter 
and ducks are worth all that she can possibly 
demand. This little inn is quite a blessing 
after the starvation at the graod hotels. At 
8 o’clock in the morning early bathers’ go 
down to the beach, and from that time until 
20’clock the walks are covered with prom- 
enaders. Groups are seated on the chairs, 
talking and waiching the sails dancing far 
out on the gray sea, while the children, 
armed with spades and rakes, dig holes and 
buijd monuments that fall as soon as raised. 
There are some intrepid bathers, among 
whom is Mons. Pauleff, whose arrival brings 
to the minds of many the comical incidents of 
his duel wit unt Almavira. Crowds gath- 
er on the wham between the double range of 
masts, from the tops of which float the flags 
of all nations. ot far off are ‘‘Roches 
Noiress’? where we meet every day at the 
same time, the Baroness de Rothschild, the 
Countess de Gonz—d’Arcy, and the Countess 
de Montgomery, who -has left the splendor 
of Fervacques to install herself here. The 
baroness is very fond of horses, and drives a 
magnificent pair of grays, attached to a 
little carriage wbich is considered very chic. 
There is Mme. Legoux, who lives at the 
Villa Arming. She is one of the prettiest 
promenaders at Treuville. Her toilettes are 
alwayselegant. The dress usually of blue 
and white, with foulard artistically twisted 
like the Madras and fastened in her head with 
long gold pins. But there are many ladies 
here, Whose beauty must have faded thirty 
years ago, dressed as girls of seventeen. A 
Jersey, a drover’s hat trimmed with a bright 
silk pocket-handkerchief, and a bougqet on the - 
left shoulder are considered very appropriate 
fora dowager of threescore. Some array 
themselves in what seems to be bedticking, 
and, according to an English correspondent, 
look like skipping mattresses. 

Twelve o’clock strikes for breakfast. The 
Hotel de Paris assumes avery amusing ap- 
pearance. The tables extend beyond the 
great tent which serves as a restaurant. The 
waiters are distracted. Ina corner, seated 
before a small table, is the Baroness de 
Rothschild; for the Baroness,who could have 
the most beautiful chateau at Trouville, oc- 
cupies an apartment at the Hotel de Paris, 
and is seen very often breakfasting or dining 
alone in thecommonroom. Mme. de Roths- 
child always dresses plainly; usually wears 
black, relieved by gray. The garden hats 
without ornament are called the ‘*white 
masks.’’ After breakfast the pretty Baroness 
orders her ponies harnessed and goes to visit 
her stables at Meurtry. ‘The afternoon is de- 
voted to the races, to pigeon shooting, and 
to lawn tennis. It is also the time for 
visiting. The Princess de Tagen and the 
Marchiovess de Gallifet make and receive the 
most visits. Receptions are littie known. The 
Princess de Tagen gave a ball last week in 
her Persian house. The grand salon, with its 
low cushions, had a very oriental appearance. 
But here every one lives to himself. Those 
who imagine that life at Trouviileis a succes- 
sion of grand fetes, balis, soirees and recep- 
tions are mistaken. To bow whena neighbor 
is met is all that etiquette requires, and that 
isa decided improvement on our American 
watering places. However, the class of trav- 
elers who wish to live welland keep out of 
the way of temptation to risk their money at 
ae one of chance, should never come to the 

rench watering places. The glorious din- 
ners of the Rhineland are things of the past, 
and in Switzerland one finds nothing but scan- 
tiness and parsimony, so people cannot make 
themselves so confortable anywhere on this 
side of the watea as in England.

Something of Interest About the Land 
and Subjects of King Kalakaua. 


interview With Mr. Chas. Housman, of the 
Sandwich Islands. 


Mr. Charles Vernon Housman, Chief En- 
gineer of the Hawaiian Government, spent a 
few days in the city this week, examining the 
points of intere st, especially those pertaining 
to engineering and railway matters. Areport- 
er of the Post DispaTCcH met Mr. Housman 
at the Lindell yesterday and was very highly 
entertained with his description of manners 
and customs of the Sandwieh Islanders and 
the improvements proposed by King Kala- 
kaua. The jJatter bas not yet got over the 
entbusiasm engendered by his visit to this 
country, and is apxieus to transport to his 
Kingdom all practicable imitations fof 
American institutions. The King is at pres- 


ent in a furore of excitement over the action 
of 
CELSUS C.ESAR MOUNO, 


an attache of the throne, who was unceremo- 
niously ‘‘fired out?’ .be other day by the in- 


digpant natives, who objected to a foreigaer 
assuming pattial control of the Govera- 
ent. 
™ Mouno went to Hawaiiwith the Chinese 
Ambassador,and remained as bis representa- 
tive, and as tne Chinese Government exer- 
cises considerable influence over hing 
Kalakaua, the intruder, who is naturally 
a shrewd man,wanaged with the assistance of 
the Chipese Government to become Minister 
tf Foreign Affairs. 

: In speaking of this question Mr. Housman 
was toa Certain extent noncommittal, but 
said that the Chinese, no doubt, had some 
monetary relations with the King. There are 
about 6.000 Chinese in the islands, whojare 
employed as laborers on the . plautations. 
When asked concerning the projected rail- 
wavs in Hawaii, Mr. Housman _ replied: 
‘There is only one railroad ia the Kingdom 
at present, which is on the Waimanado sugar 
plantation. It is a narrow-gauge road, three 
wiles in length, its rolling stock consisting of 
forty cars and a bank Iscomotive. There are 
numerous tramways, almost every plantation 
being furvisbed with one. 

“The Government is at present engaged in 
measures looking towards 

THE BUILDING OF A RAILROAD 

on the Island of Hawaii, which will create a 
revolution in local commerce. The road will 
be ninety-six miles in length and a three-foot 
gauge. Five miles of it are already graded, 
but the work cannot be prose- 
cuted to any great extent at 
present owing to the uncertainty 
regarding appropriations by the Legislature. 
The road will be a very expensive one, as the 
proposed route abounds in obstacies which 
look at first sight to be insurmountable. 
There are seventy-two guiches within forty- 
five miles, every one of them beiog 
deep ravines and precipitous rocks. 
We expect, however, to open up the first 
twenty miles by March, from Kohala to Ma- 
baukona. Mahaukona means quiet water, 
and is a town situated on a bay, where the 
water is always smooth on account of its being 
removed beyond the influence of the Konas 
or bigber winds. We have an 
inter-island steamer, the ‘Likelike,’ 
which plies between the islands, 
making weekly trips. She was builtin San 
Francisco, and is named afterthe King’s sis- 
ter.”” 

The reporter here asked what was Mr. 
Housman’s mission to this country. 

**Well, I came here for information princi- 
pally, asiam in charge of ali the Govern- 
ment works, but when [I return I will submit 
my data to the King. I have visiied 
all the principal railway works in 
the country, and evervthing else 
which would suggest improvements. The 
hing is anxious to hear everything about his 
kingdom that is possible in the wav of ad- 
vancing its commerce. I have looked into ail 
sorts of things, and will be on my returna 
I have also exam- 
ined into the production of 

THE CASTOR BEAN, 

wkich we propose to cultivate on the 
islands, A wild species is indi- 
genous, but owing to the thickness 
ofthe husk,and the difficulty experienced in 
removing it, is not worth working. Within 
afew years the Sandwich [Islands will rank as 
alarge market for castor oil. I doubt not 
that we will export nearly asmuchoil as we 
do sugar atpresent.’’ 

“Sugar isyour principal production,is it 
not?’ 

‘*Yes, the islands are covered 
With plantations and are the richest 
Inthe world. An acre of cane willeasily pro- 
duce from three to four tons of sugar, and it 
is not at all unusual to see stalks twenty-two 
feet high. Someofthe new grinding mills 
turn out from five to seven tons per day. 
The production of sugar has trebled itself in 
the last four years. <A large quantity of 
rice is also raised, but little of it is exported. 
and it is grown principally for home consump- 
tion, the Chinese taking the major part. The 
— of the islands is dueto tne recipro- 
ca 

_ TREATY WITH THE UNITED STATES. 
From the moment of the consummation of 
negotiations prosperity beganjto/dawn and 
has been on the ?ncrease €ver since.

The Funny Man’s Latest Excructating 
Joke. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


I have just seen your dispatch from San 
Francisco in Saturday evening’s Post about 
**Gold in Solution in Calistoga!Springs,” and 
about the proprietor having extracted $1,060 
in gold of the utmost fineness from ten bar- 
rels of water during the past fortnight, by a 
process known only to himself. This will 
surprise many of your readers, but it does 
not surprise me, for I once owned those 
springs myself. What does surprise me, 
however, is the falling off in the richness of 
the water. In my time the yield was a dollar 
adipperful.

Bonus Should be $60,000, 
$40,000 Already Raised, and the Build- 


ing to be Completed Within 
the Year 1881. 


A meeting of the Cotton Exchange was held 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon for the purpose of 
hearing and passing upon the report of the 
committee appointed at Barnum’s Hotel on 
the 9th instant. It will be remembered 
that Mr. W. L. Black has agreed to erect a 
building within the limits of Elim, Locast, 
Main and Fifth streets, and to give the cotton 
men the use of an exchange in the 
building provided they agree to locate 
there ninety-nine years. Mr. Black has 


selected a site on the southwest corner of 
Main and Walnut streets, and the committee 
that reported this afternoon was appoiuated 
rincipally te ascertain what bonus the aa- 
facent oe geet Aare apa Ought to pay Mr. 
he report is as follows: 
St. LOUIS, September 18, 1880. 
Your committee appointed at the meeting 
held at Barnum’s Hotel on-the 9th inst. be 
leave to report: That they met at the office o 
James M. Carpenter, Eeqg., on Monday, the 
13th inst., tor the purpose of consultation. 
Mr. Ww. L. Black, being present by 
request, made a statement in regard to the 
cost of the ground and building of the Cotton 
Exchange. He informed us that after consult- 
ing several arcIitects he ascertained the cost 
ot the building and ground would amount 
to from $175,000 to $180,000, and tbat he con- 
sideredthe sum of $75,000 would not be anun 
reasonable amount for the property-owners in 
the vicinity of Main and Walnut streets and 
the merchants ana other business men of the 
city of St. Louis to contribute for that purpose, 
Ur. Black agreed to give the Cotton Exchange 
a suitable r@om of the proposed dimen- 
sions, as previously stated by him 
at the former meeting, and provide 
for the necessary heating of the same, pay ail 
taxes and water license for aterm of ninety- 
nine years. After mature reflection and nu- 
merous Calculations, your:‘committee, taking 
everything into consideration, con- 
sidered a compensation of one- 
thir of the entire cost of the 
buiJCing and ground the amount Mr. Black 
would be entitied to, on account of the liberal 
offer made by him, and the expenditure he 
would bave to make.

The claim for this is that the green food keeps 
stock in better condition and fattens more 
readily than the dry food. Volumes are al- 
ready written about the new process of ensi- 
lage, and we wil' no doubt bear more of it. 
Whether practicable for the South and West, 
oreven desirable, we can not say, as the 
winters are not so severe, and our grass grows 
some wisters nearly ailthe time. Fhe pro- 
cess certainly is. worthy the attention of any 
section where the summers are shoit. 


FATTEN STOCK EARLY, 


It is ihe custcm of many farmers to delay 
feeding stock designed for the market til! 
vegetables have attained their growth and corn 
bas become hard onthe ear. They think there 


isa great loss jn feedirg material if the above | 


pamed articies are eaten before they are ma- 
ture. They accordingly delay feeding ani- 
mals witha view of fattening them till the 
fcod they are expected to eat shall attain its 
maximum value. They seem to forget that 
this delay is attended with many disadvan- 
tages thet meretban ofiset the gain in the 
vaine of fooa. The state of the weather has 
almost as much influence on the fattening of 
stock as the condition of the food fed to the 
animals. What is gained in the quality of 
food by delay 1s generally lost in the unfavor- 
able condition of the weather. 

Take one *eason with another, September 
and October are the most favorable months 
in the entire year for fattening stock of all 
kinds. Severe storms arethen few. The 
temperature is neither very warm aor very 
coid. It is inthe highest degree comfortable. 
The air is generally pure, coo}, and refresh- 
ing. During this season of the year a larger 
proportion of the food consumed by anima s 
is converted into fat and muscle than at any 
other time. Exercise during the hottest 
weather is fatiguing, and requires the expen- 
diture of much muscular power. During the 
severe cold of winter a very large proportion 
of the food consumed by animais is emp!oyed 
in the production of vital heat. Especially is 
this the case where animals have littie or no 
shelter, but are warmed from the inside. 


Durisg severely cold weather animals gain 
very littie, even when they are provided with 
ali the food thev can devour. ‘They are not 
comfortable, and creatures in this condition 
wilj not ordinarily gain in flesh. During bard 
storms animals will huddle together or become 
fractious and cross, and in many cases injure 
each other. If kept up continually near the 
commencement of cold weather they lose their 
appetite, and their powers of digestion be- 
come impaired. Sheep fatten very slowly 
during severely cold weather, unless they are 
provided with better-quarters than Western 
farmers ordinarily furnish, and are quite like- 
ly to fall off in condition during protracted 
storms. They do not take kindly to ciosecon- 
finement, while they suffer greatly if their 
wool becomes saturated with water and freez- 
ing weuther follows the wetting. All things 
considered, the early part of the fall is the 
best season for fattening sheep. 

It is injudicious to attempt to make hogs 
very fat during the summer months. Unless 
there is an excellant provision for shade and 
an abundant supply of water fat hogs are like-

| hot and thrive best when the weather is mod- 


erately warm. They suffer greatly from the 
evld, and are likely to lose flesh during storms 
of rain and snow unless they have dry and 
warm quarters. So far as the temperature is 
concerned September and October are the best 
months in the entire year for fattening hogs. 
They need little or no protection, as few severe 
s.crms are likely to occur. 

It is likely that corn will produce the largest 
amount of fat when it is fully ripe, but ih the 
opinion of the most successful feeders there 
is no economy in waiting for corn to become 
hard onthe ear before commencing to feed it 
to hogs. If the entire stalks are fed and while 
the foliage is green nearly every portion will 
be eaten. The kernels of grain may improve 
to some extent by standing till 5 f become 
ripe, but there wiil be a boss in the leaves and 
stalks. Ears of corn sufficiently mature to be 
good for the table make admirable food for 
hogs. Pumpkins, apples and all kinds of roots 
may be fed to stock with as much advantage 
during the early part of the fall as at any later 
period. There is then the greatest variety of 
food, whichis favorable to hea'th and pro- 
ductive of fine flavor in meat. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT, 


The results of experiments made by Prof. 
Thomas Taylor with cotton ‘seed, to ascertain 
the amount of resistance offered to the attacks 
of agents generally supposed to be of a de- 
structive nature to organic life, have disclosed 
in the opinion of Commissioner Le Duc and 
Others adiscoyery of vame in relation to 
planting cotton. The Professor applied con- 
centrated sulphurie acid, which completely 
removed the cotton from the seed without 
visibly affecting the outer brown shell of the 
seed. Totest the actual effect on the germfn- 
ating property, he had planted some of the 
seed thus treated ana afterward washed. This 
seed not only sprouted, but appeared above 
ground some five days earlier than is usual in 
the natural state. 


Among the benefits itis Gaimed will be de- 
rived from this discovery are the five or six 
days’ start, whether availed of 1n avoiding 
early frosts or raising early cotton, for which 
premiums are effered by several cotton boards 
in the South, and the fact that after prepara- 
tion cotton seed can be used in the plauters 
ordinarily employed for corn and other clean 
seed. The mode of preparing the seed, ac- 
= to the Scientific American, is as fol- 

OWS: 

The seed is placed in an earthen or glass 
vessel and ordinary sulphuric acid poured 
over so astocomptetely coverit. Itis then 
stirred until the brown shell is left free from 
cotton. The acid is poured off to be used 
again andthe seed washed until all acidity 
disappears from the water and dried. A large 
quantity is to be thus preserved and distrib- 
uted among cotton planters for next season. 
Experiments are also to be instituted witha 
view to ascertain the practicability of the 
process as applied to seed Mow of germination 
such as that of the palm, which requires three 
years to sprout. 


STABLE RAKE AND SCRAPER. 


A handy combination rake and scraper for 
the stavle can be madeas follows: Select 
a hard-wood stick, fifteen inches in length, 
four inches wide, and an inch and a half thick;

General Farm Notes. 


Treeless Iowa is being transformed into a 
forest cavered country by a law whiedr re- 
mits ecertaip taxes for live years on every acre 
of forest trees planted and kept alive. Over 
70,000 acres of fruit and foresttrees have been 
planted, and $200,000 have been remitted in 
taxes. 


It fsa convenient time now to get outa 
supply of muck, ard should not ode lost by 
those whose land may be much pdenetited by 
muck. Itis a valuavle absorbent of liquid 
manure, and contains considerable nitrogen, 
which, decomposed in the compost heap, 
makes excellent plant food. 


A writerin the Country Gentleman thinks 
that bark-bursting, or sap-bursting, is tne re- 
sult of a flow of sap late in the season, during 
warm weather, too late to form a layer of 
wood, and the frost of winter, finding it in a 
liaguid state, causes ice .to form under the 
bark, bursting it from the wood. 


Currants and gooseberries may be pruned 
so soon asthe leaves have falleu. Cuttinzs 
may be made now and planted in rowsa few 
inches apart with one bud above the surface, 
taking oareto press the earthvery firmly 
against the base of the cuttings. If putin 
early, roots will be formed this season. 


Budding is one of the important labors of 
the present month. The precise time depends 
upon the condition ofthe stock. The work 
may be continued so iong asthe stocks are 
growing. Afterthe buds have become tirmly 
set thetiesshould be cut. Thatthe buds 
have ‘*taken,’’ as it is termed, will be known 
by their remaining green and pluxp. 


Cisterns should be so protected that there 
will ve no danger of freezing. Some who 
haye large cellars build a cistern of brick, 
store and even of wood, inonecorner. A 
cistern of some kind is almost indispensable, 
and astbheir costis but little, many who are 
now compelled to set out a barrel, pails and 
tubs at the approsch of every shower may be 
saved all this trouble. 


Harvesting and other farm machinery that 
is to be used no more forthis season should 
be cleaned and stored away. The bright 
parts may be kept from rusting by applying a 
mixture made hy melting together one pound 
of fresh lard ard a lump of rosin the size ofa 
hen’s egg, stirring as they cool. The bearings 
should be well wiped, and afterwards given 
athm coat ofcastor-oil. 


The second crop of clover for seed can be 
cut with the ordinary reaper. Some prefer 
to attach a short frame of strips of wood cov- 
ered witb cloth to the cutting bar of the mow- 
ing machine, the elover being gathered upon 
the cloth and raked ofi. This makes a much 
lighter cutting machine. The strawand chaff 
are useless for bay, and need not be preserv- 
ed fromthe weather. They may be used for 
litter in the barn-yard cr stable. 


Household Receipts. 


PIE-CRUST.—Three and a half cupfuls sift- 
,ed flour; one cupful sweet lard, one teaspoon- 
ful salt, one teaspoonful baking-powder, one 
cupful very cold water; mix with knife, using 
h nds as little as possible to mix with; roll. 


GRAPE JELLY, I.—Put the grapes ina ket- 
tie after they are stemmed, steam them until 
soft; then strain through a cloth while warm: 
one pound of sugar to a pint of juice; boil fif- 
teen minutes, two pounds of grapes generally 
give one pint juice. 

CROW’s-NEST.—Fill a deep pudding tin, or 
dish, with apples cut in thin slices ; sugar and 
cinpamon, or lemon, to sweeten and flavor to 
taste, and a little water; cover with a thick 
crust madeas above; bake until apples are 
tender: serve hot with hard sauce, or with 
cream and sugar; be sure to cut air-holes in 
the crust to let the steam escape. 


: To PRESERVE RIPE]PEARS, PEACHES, AND 
APPLES.—Peel, and from peaches take stones, 
cutting them in haif; take quart jars; fill with 
the fruit; one scant cupful sugar aad one cup- 
ful water to each jar; place the jarsin a boiler 
of cold water; let the water come up to with- 
an inch or so of the jar top; set ona quick 
fire, and, after the water has come to a boil, 
let boil steady for halfan hour; take out and 
screw covers on loosely; when nearly cold 
tighten the covers and set away. If the jars 
boil down so that they are not quite full, I 
— from one jar to fill the others before cov- 
e1ing. 


APPLLE JELLY.—Almost any apple will 
make jelly, though a bard, sour, juicy 2pple 
makes the best, both for keeping and flavor. 
Peel and core your apples, boil them a pint 
of watertoevery four pounds of apples till 
the apples are perfectly soft, stirring them oc- 
casiovally to prevent burning. Strain with- 
out squeezing, through a jelly-bag, measure 
the juice, and puta pound of loaf sugar to 
every pint ofjuice. Put juice and sugar in 
the preserving-kettle, ana boil steaaily for 
half an hour, skimming occasionally. Cool a 
little, and if it will not jelly, boil a little long- 
er. Pour into glasses before it coo’s, ana 
when perfectly cold, cover each glass with a 
paper wet witb alcohol; tie closely and keep 
ina cool, dry place. Tne apple remaining in 
the bag can be stewed with one pound of sug- 
ar totwo poundsof apples. If flavoring is 
preferred, lemon saat green ginger, or cin- 
namon can be used. 


GRAPE JELLY,II.—Put the fruitinto a stene 
jar; set this in a kettle of tepid water and put 
it on the fire. Let it boil, closely covered, 
until the fruit is broken to pieces: strain. ‘lo 
each pint of juice allow a pound of sugar. Set 
the juice on alone to boil, and while it is warm- 
ing divide the sugar into several different por- 
tions and put into shallow piedishes or pans 
that will fit in your ovens; heat in these,opea- 
ing the ovens now and then to stir and prevent 
burning. Boil the juice just twenty minutes 
from the moment it begins fairly'to boil. By 
this time the sugar should be so hot you can- 
not bear your hand in it; should it meltaround 
the edges do noi be alarmed, the burned parts 
will only form into lumps in the syrup, and 
can easily be taken pout; throw the sugar into

DARING ROAD AGENTS. 


How a Gang.Worked the Carson and 
Bodie Stage Route.

One of the boldest gangs of road agentsthat 
ever operated in this State has been workiog 
the road between Carson and Bodie all sume 
mer. Early in the season the stage was 
stopped and robbed twice within three davs, 
and parties of men weresent out in pursuit 
of the highwaymen, but failed to get on their 
trail, even the Indian trackers being baffled 
ateveryturn. Attempts have been made re- 
cently to rob the Candelaria stage, and several 
hersemen On their way from Bodie have been 
stopped and compelled to give up their 
valuables. Jack Maginness and Charles 
Robinson were baited a few days ago 
and robbed of their money an 
watches, and several other parties report sim- 
ilar experiences. The stage that reached 
Bodie on Saturday was stopped about seven 
miles this side of Atroraand the Wells-Fargo 
treasure: box stolen. In consequence of this 
robbery, the return stage was prepared for 
trouble—two shot-gun messengers, Mike 
Tobey and Woodruff, riding with the driver. 


‘At about 3 o’clook a. m., upon approaching a 


spot favorable for ambuscades seven miles 
tbis side of Aurora, and near the locality 
of the previous robbery, Tobey. got 
down and walked ahead as an advance guard. 
He had gone but a few yards when he was 
halted by two men with ~ rifles 
and ordered to get back upon the 
eoacb, one of them saying: ‘‘If you try any 
shooting, we’ll kill every man on the 
wagon.”? Tobey returnedto the coach and 
stepped upon the awe behindthe lamps. One 
of the robbers told him to hand down the coin- 
box, and Woodruff handed down a shot gun 
instead, which Tobey concealed behind the 
wheel. It was so dark that the robbers did 
not see the movement, and they waited impa- 
tiently for the box. One ofthem, the larger 
of the 1wo, repeated the threat made to Tobey, 
who replied, ‘*Who in hell is talking about 
shooting? if you fellows want this box, step 
up here and getit.”” The smaller of the men 
tren stepped forward, and, as soon as 
he came into the light of the lamp, 
Tobey suddenly raised the gun and shot 
him fuil in the breast, killing him instantly. 
The big robber at once shot one of the leaders 
to prevent the stone from moving, and Wood- 
rudf returned the fire wiih both barrels of his 
gun, missing the robber, however, in the 
darkness. The robber replied with another 
shot from his rifle, that struck Tobeyin the 
arm, and then took refuge in the brush, fol- 
lowed by a shower of bullets. . Seven or eight 
shots in all were fired. The driver and pas- 
sengers got out of the way during the fizht, 
and when Woodrufl took Tobey toa neigh- 
boring house, they all followed, leaviug the 
stege unguarded. During their absence the 
surviving robber returned and broke open 
the treasure box, securirg about $500 in 
coin. The road agent killed by Tobey is sup- 
posed to be a man named Murphy, well 
known in this city. He was a short, stout 
fellow, with bristly, straight hair that stood 
erect all over his head. The Aurora oflicevs 
are in pursuit of the other robber.
